In making our annual report, we want to mention the part 
taken in public, by our pupils, as well as the work done in the 
school room. 

We can say with pride that there has been as much advance- 
ment in both lines as in any previous year, owing to the fact 
that the parents and friends are increasing their number of vis- 
its, which is inspiring both teacher. and pupils to make a better 
showing. It also takes off some of the lonesoméness and mo- 
notony of the school room. 


We want to thank the children for their part in making our 
first memorial exercises of the town a grand success. 

,;!he Xmas exercises also need a word of praise, especially 
the tree at number six. There were twelve visitors. The tree 
and exercises showed a lot of hard work. 

New geographies have been placed in the schools. 

The pupils take more interest in learning their lessons from 
books where the leaves are not half gone. 

A number of school rooms have been papered and painted. 
Nos. 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 have had thirty weeks schooling. The 
four pupils of No. 8 have had the same amount by attending 
No. 2 in the winter term. No. 7 had twenty-nine weeks be- 
cause the teacher would not contract longer than to January 
first. We kept him until the fifteenth. Owing to some of the 
bills not being as large as usual the school money has not been 
used up as close as it otherwise would have been.
